Events have moved so quickly in Paris 
that Mr. Churchill, is now expected to be 
back in London in time for a Cabinet 
meeting on Thursday morning. \W nether 
he leaves Paris on Wednesday morning 
or evening depends upon the progress 
made with the drafting of the decisions 
reached in private consultation with the 
ates. If possible, the plenary 
session will be held to-morrow, but the 
ground covered in the personal consulta 
tions is so wide that it may not be 

ible for all the decisions reached to 

ut in documentary form before Wed 
n y. Any postponement for a day, 
however, will not indicate any hitch or 
disagreement. There will be certain ad 
justments necessary, now that the re- 
afation payments are to be divided into 

02} parts ir. order to secure the American 
participation to the extent of 24 per cent. 
without disturbing the general propor- 
tions allotted to the other Allies. This 
method, though involving many calcula- 
tions at the start. promises to provide a 
“plan which will operate smoothly. 

In Government circles it is claimed that 
the Chancellor has been able to accom 
plish in a few days what Lord Curzon 
and Mr, Ramsay Macdonald in turn were 
unable to do in many months Mr. 
Churchill also has succeeded in making 
it clear to the United States that this 
country does not intend to be penalise 
by any Franco-American arrangement for 
payment of war debts. This clears the 
way for a conference on the Allied debts 
question; while the solution of the diffi 
culty has been brought appreciably nearer. 
There have n many informal discus- 
sions in Pc is upon the subject, and Mr. 
Churchill's proposals, by their firm fair- 
ness, made a deep impression upon tha 
French, American and Belgian delegates. 


Relations with Russia. 


It is understood that there is a decided 
improvement in the relations between this 
country and the Soviet Government of 
Moscow. These rela.ions, it will be remem 
bered, were rather severely strained after 
the defeat of the late Labour Govern 
ment, and the subsequent dropping of the 
Russian Treaty and the proposed loan. 
The improvement is due mainly to the 
tact shown by Mr. Chamberlain since he 
took up his present post, and only a few 
days ago he met M. Rakovsky, and had a 
lengthy. and friendly conversation with 
him. As a result of this meeting and the 
‘better understanding, ‘it will not be sur- 
prising if efforts are made to save some- 

ing of the lately discarded treaty, since 
it is recognised that there is something 
to be gained by both sides from the com- 
mercial and trade clauses. M. Rakovsky 
thinks the outlook so promising that he 
has gone to Moscow to discuss the situa- 
tion with the Soviet Government. 


Foreign Records. F 


Mr. Austen Chamberlain has lost no 
time in fulfilling his undertaking to throw 
open the Foreign Office documents for the 
years 1860-78. These papers are now 
available for inspection, at the Record 
Office ine Chancery Lane. Some of the 
documents bear evidence in the way} of 
initials that they had been personally 
examined by Queen Victoria and by the 
Prime Ministers of the time. Students of 


foreign history, doubtless, will take ad- 


vantage of the opportunity now presented 
of adding to their knowledge of a period 
which included such important events as 
the American Civil War, the Franco- 
Prussian War, the accomplishment of 
Italian unity, the Russo-Turkish War and 
the Prussidn campaigns against Denmark 
and Austria. 


Trish Tourist Traffic. 


A conference which probably will have 
some interesting and satisfactory develop- 
ments was held at Euston Station this 
morning, when, in addition to the Right 
Hon. H. G. Burgess, the representatives 
of the railway and of the steamship com- 
panies, Senator Moran and thé Secretary 
of the Irish Tourist Development Agency, 
were present. The subject was that of the 
promotion of the tourist traffic between 
the United States and Ireland. & #tate- 
ment regarding the conference is being 
prepared by the London, Midland and 
Scottish Company, and will be issued to- 
morrow. 


The Fog. 


The fog continued in London to-day, 
but it was not quite so black as on 
Sunday,. and traffic in the streets was 
virtually unrestricted. The railways, how- 
ever, were generally in a worse condition 
than on Sunday; for the early morning 
traffic demoralised them for the remainder 
of the day. It is expected that the fog 
will clear to-morrow, since there are signs 
of a freshening wind, and the relief will 
be great. At the Meteorological Office it 
is said that in the immediate future there 
is likely to be rather less wet weather 
than of late, since we are entering upon 
what is known as the dry half of the 
“Bruckner” cycle. The Office is now en- 
gaged in working out the chances of a 
fine summer this year, but is unable to 
say anything definite at present. Bruckner 
was an Austrian professor, who put forth 
a theory in 1890 by which he sought to 
prove that the character of the weather 
completed a circuit every thirty-five years. 
The wet half of the circuit reached an 
apex in 1920. 


Housing Associations. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain, the Minister 
of Health, is considering some interest- 
ing proposals for the setting up of 
voluntary housing associations. These 
bodies will take the form of trusts on 
a purely philanthropic basis, and will be 
maintained to supplement, where it may 
be found necessary, efforts made by muni- 
cipal or local authorities. It is clearly 
understood that no financial assistance 
will be received from the Government, the 
idea being to set up in every, district a 
body which will collect donations or sub- 
scriptions to be devoted to the provision 
of for people whose needs could 
not be met otherwise. A start has been 
made in Shrewsbury with the support of 
the Bishop and a number of representative 
men.

MOTOR MISHAPS. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

Although the fog which fell on the 
South of England last Saturday was 
slichtly less dense yesterday, it was much 
more widespreac, extending across the 
North Sea, and covering an area roughly 
700 miles by 600. 

The West and North-West of England 
generally was free Írom the visitation, and 
Manchester belied its reputation by re- 
porting—“ Air sharp and clear.” Harro- 
gate and the North-East Ccast were, how- 
ever, enveloped in thick mist, and similar 
conditions were reported in the Southern 
Midlands. 

At places along th; South-East Coast, 
between five and six hours of sunshine 
were enjoyed. ' 

The Dutch mai. steamer Mecklenburg, 
bound from Folkestone to Flushing, was 
reported by Lloyd’s agent last night to 
have run agrourd at the mouth of Fhush- 
ing Harbour. The passengers, the 
message added, were being landed in a 
dense fog. The sea was smooth, and a 
tug was standing by. 

Early this morning London was prac- 
tically*elear of fog. a 

Fog and an ice-bound road caused a 
rapid series of accidents, in which eight 
cars were involved, at the foot of a hill 
near Bolney Fiveways, on the Brighton 
road. The cars which were mixed up in 
tie crash included one in which Sir Eric 
Geddes was Criving. One or two were in 
the ditch, some standing on the road, and 
others had run into the hedge. A 
chauffeur named H. W. Roberts, of 
Fayers Common, was seriously crushed, 
and was taken to hospital at Brighton. 


MOTOR ACCIDENT ON 
ICY ROAD. 


NINE CARS IN A DITCH. 


„Sir Eric Geddes was involved in a motoring 
accident South of Handcross Hill, on the 
Brighton road, yesterday afternoon, but for- 
tunately escaped without injury. His car, á 
Rolls Royce, skidded on the icy surface of the 
road, and a number of other cars in swerv- 
ing to avoid it became ditched. Altogether 
nine cars were involved in the collision. The 
road in the vicinity of the accident was 
— with broken glass, but na one was 
urt. 

Sir Eric Geddes, in an interview, said that 
his chauffeur was going very slowly and with 
great caution. The fog was very thick, and 
it was impossible to see more forty or 
fifty yards ahead. The car skidded right 
across the road, and, after turning completely 
round, landed on the crown of the road, but 
it did not go into the ditch, The car was 
considerably damaged. He described the 
Brighton road as being terrible on account of 
the fog and the icy macadam. 

Sir Prie Geddes supervised the work of 
sorting out the different cars, which had be- 
come jumbled and locked together. A series 
of other accidents on the Brighton road were 
reported yesterday, but nobody was hurt.

mitted over three years ago on French soil. 


THE TIME LIMIT. 

The Times Paris Correspondent states :— 
It is understood that one of the arguments 
used in favour of extraditiun being granted is 
the allegation that the acts which formed the 
subject of the charge against Arthur were 
committed in England. Two blank cheques, it 
is alleged, were handed to Arthur by Sir Hari 
Singh, and were then taken to London and 
filled in there. If this argument succeeds, 
the question of the expiry of the time limit 
for bringing the charge under French law 
would not arise. The defence will urge that 
if Arthur committed an offence, he itted 
it in France, and that if the British authori- 
ties desire satisfaction, the appropriate way 
for it to be given is for legal proceedings to 
be taken in France. 

It is alleged that a large account was opened 
hy Arthur in a Paris bank on February 10, 
1920, and that this was drawn on until 
January 20, 1922. It is argued in support of 
extradition that the offence of receiving stolen 
property continued until the latter date, and 
that the extradition asked for in December, 
1924, was, therefore, within the three years 
time limit. The defence will be that this 
óffence, if it were an offence, was committed 
in France, and should be dealt with by the 
French Courts.

PROFESSOR J. M. PURSER. 


A GENEROUS GIFT. 


Dr. John Mallet Purser, Regius Professor 
of Physic in Dublin University, has made a 
gift of £10,000 to be administered for the 
benefit of the School of Physic and the Schools 
of Experimental and Natura] Science by a 
committee consisting of the heads of three of 
the scientific departments of Trinity College, 
Dublin. The Board of Trinity College, in 
gratefully, accepting this most generous 
donation, has expressed to Professor Purser 
its desire that he should associate himself 
with the committee in the administration of 
his gift, and Professor Purser has consented. 

Dr. Purser’s connection with the teaching 
staff of Trinity College dates from the year 
1874, when he was appointed King’s Professor 
of the Institutes of Medicine (Physiology and 
Histology) by the Royal College of Physicians. 
He held this Professorship until his resigna- 
tion in 1902. Probably no man exercised a 
greater influence over the minds of genera- 
tions of students in the School than tor 
Purser during these twenty-eight years. He 
not only was responsible for the teaching of 
Physiology, but was, it is believed, the first 
man 1 * to give formal lectures and to 
conduct ical classes, not only in 
Histology, but also in modern Pathology. 
During the years when he held the King’s 
Professorship he acted as Physician to 
Patrick Dun’s Hospital. In 1917 Dr. Purser 
was nominated by the University Council, and 
appointed by the Board of Trinity College, 
to the Regius Professorship of 3 
position which he still holds.

BEAM WIRELESS. 


FIRST LINK IN IMPERIAL CHAIN 


A up of new stations is being erected 
near Montreal for direct communication with 
England and Australia by means of the new 
system of short wave beam telegraphy. 
Trandmitting stations are being established 
at Drummondville, forty miles east of Mon- 
treal, and the receiving stations at Yama- 
chiche, the same distance from Montreal, 
and twenty-five miles north of Drummond: 
ville. Both stations will be operated by re- 
mote control from the offices in Montreal. 

The transmitting aerials for communica- 
tion with England will be supported on five 
masts, and there will be a similar number of 
masts for the receiving aerials. Of these, 
three at each station have already been 
erected. The station communicating with 
Australia will have three masts for the trans- 
mitting aerial and three for the receiving 
aerial. 

The Canadian beam stations will be the 
first links to be forged in the new Imperial 
wireless chain giving Canada direct com- 
munication with the other Dominions. The 
work is being carried out in accordance with 
the agreement made with the British Post- 
‘master-General, dated July 28, 1924, which 
provided that the Canadian Marconi m- 
pany should construct a beam station in 

nada for communication with the stations 
which are to be erected in England by the 
Marconi Company as contractors for the 
British Post Office. In England both trans- 
mitting and receiving ions are to be 
capable of operation at the Central Telegraph 

ce in London. Both the British and 
Canadian stations will be able to communi- 
cate at a speed of 100 five-letter words a 
minute each way during a daily average of 
eighteen hours.

THE EX-OFFICERS' 
CONTROVERSY. 


TO-MORROW'S GALWAY 
CONFERENCE. 


From OUg POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


If they have done nothing else, the 
speeches of Free State Ministers during 
the past few days have helped the public 
towards a truer perspective of the political 
situation. v 

The differences and dissensions within 
the ranks of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
organisation, with which the Ministerial 
Party as a whole is contending, have been 
dragged into the light of day. 

The general impression now is that, as 
between the Government and the seces- 
sionists, matters soon must come to a con- 
clusion. They will, no doubt, be materially 
assisted to that end by the conference of 
200 Treaty supporters in Galway to-morrow. 
The meetin — been summoned by Dr. T. 
Dillon, as Chairman of the County Executive 
of Cumann na nGaedheal, to consider the 
attitude to be adopted in view of recent de- 
velopments. The four Ministerial Deputies 
for the constituency, Messrs. Padraig 
O Maille, P. J. Hogan, Minister of Lands 
and Agriculture; George Nicholls, and Sean 
Broderick, have been invited to attend. Mr. 
Hogan, I understand, has intimated his in- 
tention of being present, and, no doubt, the 
other three Deputies also will attend. 

It is thought that the result of the meet- 
ing will play a large part in determining the 
fortunes of the National Party. Few people 
in the country, so far as I can gather, take 
seriously the suggestion that the existence 
of such a group might constitute even a 
minor source of embarrassment for the pre- 
sent administration. The general view is 
that in this case.the bark is worse than the 
bite, and that by the end of another month 
or so the activities of the secessionists will 
cease to count. 

MR. McGRATH’S REPLY. 

In ͤa statement issued last night Mr. Joseph 
McGrath replies to certain observations made 
by Mr. O’ iggins at Kingstown on Saturday 
night last. Mr. O'Higgins, it may be re- 
membered, said:—‘‘I speak on behalf of a 
unanimous Executive Council when I say 
that we will not discuss or consider the re- 
turn to the Army of persons who associated 
themselves with the mutinous document 
which was served on the President last 
March,“ and he went on to say: the 
members of the National Group fully 
accepted that reservation, and if there were 
other issues they would wish to discuss, let 
“these be stated clearly, so that both the 
people and the Executive Council would be 
in a position to judge whether they were 
matters which could be discussed with pro- 
priety, and consistent with a due discharge 
of responsibility.“ 

Dealing with that statement, Mr. McGrath 
says :'— 

“My attitude with regard to the ex-officer , 
question is that of one endeavouring to have 
honoured an honourable agreement, details of 
which were conveyed by me, at the request 
of the Government Party, to the officers con- 
cerned, as a result of which the second docu- 
ment was written, explaining the objects 
which prompted the writing of the ‘ Ulti- 
matum. The second document was at its 
face value accepted by the Executive Council 
ani party, but the agreement later was 
shamefully broken. 

“It was a surprise to me to hear Mr. 
©’ Higgins say he was speaking for an unani- 
mous Executive Council. It would clear 
the air considerably if Mr. O’ Higgins would 
state whether the President is still con- 
sidered a member of the Executive Council, 
as there is no doubt in my. mind, nor in ine 
minds of several others, that the President 
was not only willing, but was very anxious, 
to have and to take back a number of the 
ex-officers referred to. 5 4 

“I trust that this will once and for all 
end the cry that we stood, or stand now, for 
supporting mutiny. My one anxiety—and I 
am the principal one concerned in this par- 
ticular matter—was to have a definite agree- 
ment honoured. This being so, there is no 
need for Mr. O’Higgins’s reservation.“ 

Mr. McGrath goes on to say :—‘ Mr. 
O'Higgins asks that if there are other issues 
we wish to discuss let them be stated clearly. 
1 must again quote the agreement with the 
President, which contains all the issues, 
which are as follows :— 

BASIS OF UNITY. 

“1. The adoption of the following prin- 
ciples :— 

To establish beyond all question,’ by 
peaceful, progressive and persistent steps, the 
independence of Ireland, the complete 
supremacy of the nation in its economic life, 
and the restoration of its territorial unity. 

"To bring into one « nstitutiona! movement 
ali citizens of good-will who realise that 
national peace is the first precedent to the 
achievement of national prosperity 

2. The Government of the day to be re- 
sponsible to th> organisation for policy. 

“ 3. Removal, as far as possible, of all anti- 
Irish elements in position. 

‘ Government decisions to be given effect 
to, irrespective whether permanent officials 
agree or not. 

“5. The introduction of a history into 
schools showing the reasons for the accept- 
ance of the Treaty. 

“6. The replacing of Army men with re- 
cords and ability who have been demobilised 
and resigned, and the establishing of a real 
National Army.”’ 

Mr. McGrath ades:— I venture to say 
that the most objectionable part of our pro- 
gramme, as far as the present Government 
is concerned, is No. 2 above.
